henſion; for ſo long as thoſe who are 
comprehended, may yet enjoy that Caſe 
as to be indalged m {ome equal mealure 
anſwerable to His Majetties late Decla- 
ration, whether Comprehenſion be large 
or narrow, ſuch terms as we obtain are 
pure advantage, and ſuch as we obtain 
not, are no loſs. Butif any does, and 
Cal 
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can honeſtly agree to the whole ſenſe 
the Parliament intends 1n ſuch Impoſi- 
tionr, why ſhould there be any obſtru- 
&101 for ſuch a Man, though he deliver 
himſelf in his own words, to be receiv- 
ed into the eſtabhſh'd order with o- 
thers, unleſs Men will look on theſe In- 
junctions only to be continued for 
Fnernes of Battery tO deſtroy the Non- 
conformitts, and not as Inſtruments 
of unity to edifice the Church of 
God. 

We will not leave our Congregationgl 
Brethren nerther, ſo long that we have 
ſomething more as may be ſaid tor them, 
not ordinarily conſidered by any. -It 
is this, That though indeed , \they 
are not, and cannot ſeek to: be of 
our Churches as they are © Parochial 
under-the Dzroceſs ' Or Super-intenden- 
cy.of ithe Biſhops : Yet do they not 
retule,”' but ſeek to be comprehended 
within. the Church, as »ational under 
H1s Majelty. We will explain our ſelves 
*Fhe, Church may be conlidered as ani- 


wverſal, 
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verſal, and fo Chriſt alorie 1s the Head 
of fit, and we receive our Laws from 
him : Or as particular, and 'o the Faſtors 
are Heads, Guides, or Biſhops over 
their reſpective Flocks, who arc corm- 
manded therefore to obey them in the 
Lord : Or as national, which 1« an acci- 
dental and external reſpect to theChurcl 
of God, wherein the King is to be ac- 
knowledged the Supream Head of it, 
and as we judge no otherwiſe: For 
thus allo runs the Statute, That orr S0- 
vereign Lord ſhall be taken and roputed 
the only SHPYEam Head in Farth of the 
Church of England, called F.ccletia An- 
ghcana. Now if it ſhould pleaſe the 
King and Parhament to allow and ap- 
prove thoſe ſepar te Meetings. and ſtated 
places for Worſhip by a Law, as His Via- 
jelty did by His Declaration, we muſt 
Protels that, as ſuch Atflemblics bv this 
means -muſt be conſtituted immediate- 
ly in teeral parts of the Church as na- 
tional, no leſs than our Pariſh Congre- 
gations : SO Would the Congregate 


K 2 Chur- 
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Churches ( at leaſt thoſe that underſtand 
themſelves) own the King for Head 
over them , in the (ame fence as we 
own him Head over ours, that is as 
much as to ſay, for the Supreme Coey- 
cive Governour of all, ( in this acciden- 
tal regard ) both to keep every (eve- 
ral Congregation to that Goſpel-order 
themſelves profels; and to ſuperviſe 
their Conſtitutions in things inditfe- 
rent, that nothing be done but in 
ſubordination to the Peace of the King- 
dom. 

Well, let us ſuppoſe then a liberty 
for theſe ſeparate Aflſemblies under the 
viſitation of His Majeſty and His Ju- 
ſtices, and not the Biſhops: We would 
fain know what were the evil you can 
find in them, IF it lie in any thing, it 
muſt be in that you call Schiſme, Se- 
paration then let us know 1n it felt ſ1m- 
ply conſidered is nothing, neither good 
nor evil. There may be reaſon to di- 
vide or ſeparate ſome Chriſtians from 
others out of prudence, as the Catechn- 
ment 
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meni of old from the fully inſtru@Fed, for 
their greater edification 3 and as a Chap- 
pe! or two is added to a Pariſh Church, 
when the people elſe were too big a 
Congregation. It 15 not all d;vi{ox then 
or ſeparation is Schiſme, but ſixful divi- 
ſion. Now the Suprcam Authority as na- 
tional Head having appointed the Paro- 
chial Meetings, and required all the 
Subjefs of the Land to frequent them, 
and them alone, tor the acknowledg- 
ing, gloritying, or national ſerving and 
worſhiping the one only True God, 
and His Son, whom. we have generally 
received, and this Worſhip or Service 
tn the nature of it being intrinſically 
good, and the External order ( ſuch as 
that of time and place, and the like 
Circumſtances) being properly under 
his Jurisdiction , 1t hath ſeemed to us 
hitherto, that unlefs there was ſome- 
thing in that order and way preſcribed, 
which 1s ſinful, and that required too 
as a condition of that Communion, 
there 1sno man could refuſe his atten» 
dance 
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dance on theſe Parochial Aſſemblies, 
without the. fin of diſobedience : And 
conſequently his ſeparation thereby be- 
coming finful, proves Schiſm : But if 
the Scene be alter'd, and thoſe ſepa- 
rate Aſlemblies made legal ; the Schiſm 
in reference to the national upon the 
ſame account does vaniſh. Schiſm 1s a 
ſeparation from that Church, whereot 
we onght, or are bound to be Members : 
If the Supream Authority then looſe 
our obligation to the Pariſh Mecting, 

{Oo that we are bound no longer, the 
iniquity, ( we (ay upon this account ) 
is not to be found, and the Schiſm gone. 
Loe here, a way up-ned for the Par- 
lament ( if they pleaſe ) to nid the 
trouble and [cruple of Schiſm (at once ) 
out of the Land. If they pleaſe nor, 
yet 1s there ſomething to be thought on 
tor the Separatiſt in a way of forbear- 
ance; that the innocent Chriſtian, at 
leaſt, as 1t was 1n the time of Trajar, 
- may not be ſought out unto puniſhment. 
Eſpecially when (uch a Tolleration only 
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1s deſired, as 1s confiltant with the 4y- 
ticles of Faith, a good life, and the Go- 
vernment of the Nation. 

But what ſhall we ſay then to the Pa- 
piſts, which is theObjeCtion hit [till in their 
Teeth that plead for moderation2-Why, 
we will not baulk the delivery of our 
opinion. There are I wo parts we pro- 
feſs of that favour. or' condelcenſion we 
feek from the Higher Powers : The one 
conſiſting of a Compoſition with thoſe 
__—_ Principles . are fit and capable of 

: And the other conhiſting of forbear- 
ance towards thoſe whole Principles 
will allow them no. more. The Papilt 
in our account 1s but one ſort of Recu- 
ſants, and the conſcientions and peace- 
able among them. muſt be held in the 
ſame Predicament with thole among 
our ſelves, that hikewile refuſe to come 
to Common Prayer. . It is true, we 
have Laws very ſevere againſt the Je- 
ſuite, and Seminary Pricſt: But this we 
ſuppoſe. to be upon the ground of State 
Interelt,'” The Supremacy of the Pope, 
and 
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and the Authority of the King are in- 
conſiſtent in this Land : The Prieſt and 
Jeſuite are taken by Law as FaRors for 
the Pope; and an undermining the 
Government in all States is a Capital 
Crime. But as for the common Pa- 
pilt, who hves innocently in his way, 
he is-to us as other Separatiſts, and ſo 
comes under the like Tolleration. That 
is, he is not to expe to have power or 
traſt, being not of the Religiot of the 
State; but he may hope for the enjoy- 
ment of his Conſtience as we, with- 
out wrong or oppreſſion. And indeed 
if it be only Liberty of Conſcience that 
he ſeeks, this will be ſufficient; that he 
ts not troubled, zor we. If he deſires 
more, he ſtirs us all preſenlty itito Jea- 
louſte, and no wonder if we be very 
{ollicitous to have Popery kept out of 
Dominion, or our ſelves from Fire and 
Faggot, how gentle and equal ſoever 
we be to it, and to all parties #hke un- 
der a fate Subjugation. For as the Ro- 


man Catholick we ſuppoſe will conſider 
that 
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that to go to bring m a Religion upon 
a people that are no more prepared tor 
theirs then we are in this Nation, were 
the committing of a Rape upon the 
publick Conlcience, and poſlefſion be- 
ig got without our good wills would 
not likly be long retained: So are we 
to remember the common rule of Chrt- 
ſtianity towards them, and to all Men, 
that we muſt do as we would be done 
by, and that, with what meaſure we 
mete to others, it ſhall be met to us a» 
din, 

And now we turn us to the Hou- 
ſes. My Lords and Gentlemen! We 
ſuppoſe you honeſt Perſons that would 
not depart from this Catholick Rule, 
that would not wrong any, and if you 
did, would make them recompence. 
There have been very hard Acts pal- 
ſed, which when the Bills were brought 
in, might -haply look ſmooth, and 
fair to you: But you (aw not the Co- 
vert Att, fecret Machination, and Pur- 
polely contrived Snares againit one 
! whole 
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whole Party: If ſuch a form of words 
would not, another ſhould do their bu- 
fine(s: By this means, you 1n the firſt 
place your ſelves, ſome of you were 0- 
ver{tript : Multitudes difpoſſe(s'd of 
their Livings : The Vineyard let out to 
others: The Lord Jeſus the Maſter of 
it deprived of many of His Faithful La- 
bourers: And the Poor Sheep ( what 
had they done? ) bereft of their ac- 
cuſtomed Spiritual Food, to the hazard 
of their Eternal Souls. Among many 
Arguments therefore for Liberty in 0- 
ther Papers, from Policy, Convenience, 
Reaſon of State, and Reaſon of Religion, 
we have this one to ofter you of a more 
binding Nature, an Argument from Ju- 
ſtice, Righteouſneſs , and Reſtitution to 
the wronged. It 1s true, that the Pla- 
ces they once had, are filled and dil- 
poſed of : But there are others enough. 
. Fhere are many of thoſe who poſleſs 
theirs, do allo keep their own, and keep 
more. There are many who are Ca- 
ons, Deans, Prebendaries, that are allo 
Parſons, 
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oh a. ReFors, Vicars : Who have Be- | 
nefices and Honours by Heaps, and by | 
the Buſhel. It it ſhall pleaſe you there- - 
fore in this B:/ on the Anvil, or in ano- 
ther to take Cognizance of Plaraliſts, 
that for the preventing an idle, ſcanda- 
lous, covetouſly overgrown, unprofita- 
ble Miniſtry, every Man who hath more 
than one -cure of Soxls, or one dignity, 
ſhall give them up into a Publick ſtock, 

or to a general diſtribution, you (ball 
do the Church right, and the Eje» 
Red right, you ſhall give (fuch Drones 
their due, and God His due; and ſtrew 
the way by this means , for making 
your Grace intended in this Bill, of fig- 
nitication. In the Name of God Sirs, 

Jet us move you to this; if it were on- 
ly hae vice, for a preſent needtul con- 
junction of us at tins fcaſon. We ce 
the Jaws of the Jefyite, and the SeCtary 
opening upon us;If the [ſober Proteſtant 
Interel(t be not united, we perth. We

A Dignity there- 
fore with a Living, let them be allowed:

it is therefore this hard Objection at the 
bottom, the Prieſts covetouſnels, and 
corruption, rather than their diſpute 
about. this indifterent, that really hin- 
ders the Churches Peace and Prof- 
perity. 

We ſhall therefore for the gentle en- 
forcement of this, humbly offer you 
ſome Reaſons. 

It 1s manifeſt, that Pluraliſts were al- 
lowed mn the Church at firſt upon the 
account only of necctlity z becauſe 
they had not Miniſters enough that 
could Preach to the People. They 
could get ſome to Read, but none to 
give them a Sermon : And upon this 
account, they admitted one to be Pa- 
{tor to ſeveral Congregations. But now 
the Land does abound with ſo many 
Ainiſters, who have rever 2a cure, and 
ſuch

ſuch us are no leſs Jearned, and more 
painful in Preaching, than thoſe that 
have three or four. We will plead with 
theſe Men betore Heaven, and before 
vou who are the Heads of our Tribes 
aſſembled, that it is not pious, not fit, 
not political, (that 1s not for the com- 
mon good ) that this Cuſtom ſhould 
continue, when the Reaſon 1s ceaſed; 
eſpecially when ſo many of thoſe that 
are put out have Families, and ſcarce 
Bread to ſubſilt. 

[t 1s a ſaying ſince the times of Com- 
ſtantine , That when the Church had 
but Wooden Chalices,it had Golden Prieſts; 
but when they had Golden Chalices, and 
rich Benefices, they had Wooden AMini- 
ſters. That Religion brought forth 
Riches, and the Daughter hath devou- 
red the Mother. It 1s pity that Men 
who are called to this Function, which 
requires them to be Examples to others 
of humility, lowlincts of mind, elt+ 
denal, and mortification , ſhould be 
lead fo much as they are into the terp- 
CALLON 
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tation idlene(s, and exceſs by their pre- 
ferments For as it hath beenreflected 
upon by ſome of the Houſe ; and other 
Gentlemen who ſerved the King with- 
out repairs, as an errour of the State in 
the late Reſtaurarion of Epiſcopacy, 
that the profits of the Church-Lands for 
twenty. years together ſhould be be- 
ſtowed at once on a tew lingle perſons, 
which would have Icifurely requited a 
orear many : 56 are they really as little 
plead to have the Prieſt, who was 
perhaps a while ago, their Servitor at 
the LUiniverlity, or Tenants Son, or 
Gmerhing meaner than they will ſay, 
thould by the ſudden accumulation of 
fo many places as he hath had Simonical- 
ly or Gratuitoully conferred upon him, 
be huffed up tothat pompous height and 
vanity, of his Coach and Liveries, as 
makes him to become the very envy of 
of his Patron, and ſcandal to his pro» 
fellion. 

It is truce, that the Nobility Spiritual 
and Temporal have the Prerogative to 
| Capaci- 
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capacitate a Miniſter according to Law 
for divers Livings: But when Jclus Chriſt 
the great Malter of the Vineyard does 
command their labour, and that the 
feed the Flock, over which the Holy Ghoſt 
hath made them Overſeers, there is no 
ſuch priviledge to be urged, but in 
the nature of rhe thing it is void. There 
there is no Cuſtom, no Right, no Law, 
if the King, Lords, and Commons, it 
the whole World ſhould agree ' t© 
make it, that can be of force again!t 
the Goſpel. Nul/a datur poteſtas a 4- 
lum. 

There are few of you who are Pro- 
teſtants in either Houſes without jealou- 
fie, that the Romaniits were borrowing 
an Helve for their Hatchet out of, the 
Wood of the Fanaticks; and that if they 
came to obtain their purpoſe: It is not 
hard . to conjecture, which Trees were 
like to godown, one after another. As 
thoſe Men of the Church thercfore are 
ſo willing you ſhould do ſomething for 
the ſecurity of your Religion and them, 
it 
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it is meet that they ſhould be reddy to 
contribute toit. That they who preach 
the Goſpel to others, ſhould be per- 
(waded to put the great duty of it, 
which 1s ſelf-abrenuntiatios into pra- 
iſe themſelves. For that Man is not 
fit to be a Miniſter of Chriſt, or ad- 
mitted into His Vineyard at all, that 
does not look more to his Word, than to 
his Perry, and ſeeks not the wellfare of 
Jeruſalem above his advancement; and 
had not rather convert oe Soul, than 
get two Livings, and have a Prebend to 
ſpare. According to what every Mans 
mind is moſt upon in his Sphear ( the 
publick Interelt, or his own )) ſuch 1s his 
value more or leſs, 

However this be, whether they are 
willing or not, there 1s an univerſal exz; 
mens domininn 1m the Supream legi(la- 
tive Authority that--puts an end to all 
Cavil (. 1E-tttere ariſe any ) de jure 
privatorum + And we will conclude 
with this, that whatſoever things, are
